Albert J. McQueen, A.B. ’52, Emeritus Professor of Sociology, scholar, mentor to students, advocate for civil rights, leader 


of social conscience for generations of Oberlin students 


It was while an Oberlin student in the 1950s that McQueen’s civil-rights activism 
first found expression: he joined the efforts to desegregate Oberlin barber shops and 
helped pass a petition against a restaurant that favored white customers over black. 
During this time he also served as president of Oberlin’s NAACP and the United 
World Federalists, and was a member of the college’s YMCA cabinet. McQueen was 
also one of the founders of cooperative housing on campus. 

McQueen learned about Oberlin while serving in the army at Fort Dix, New 
Jersey. He spent two weeks in the base library, studying college catalogs. Oberlin’s 
progressive history drew him to apply. He majored in psychology at Oberlin, but 
switched to sociology when he went to the University of Michigan for graduate 
study, where he earned his master’s and doctor’s degrees. 

In 1955 McQueen became the first black faculty member at what was then called 
Michigan State Normal College (now Eastern Michigan University). He taught there 
for three years while working on his PhD. He subsequently taught at the University 
of Michigan, Howard University (in the department of psychiatry), and Brooklyn College. 


From 1961 to 1963, while a Ford Foundation fellow, McQueen studied at the 
University of London and did research on unemployed youth in Nigeria and Kenya. 
Reports of his studies on the unemployed are among his many published articles. 

During his years on Oberlin’s faculty, McQueen was elected frequently to the 
College Faculty Council, the General Faculty Council, and the Educational Plans and 
Policies Committee. He served as chair of the sociology-anthropology department and 
organized several conferences on campus, including the 1991 programs celebrating 
sociology’s centenary at Oberlin. McQueen currently serves on the Nominations 
Committee of the Alumni Council. He has addressed alumni groups across the country 
and has served on many panels and symposia for alumni on campus. Last year he 
was inducted into the African-American Alumni/ae Committee’s African- 
American Hall of Fame.

Two generations of Oberlin schoolchildren have benefited from the advocacy 
of Francine Toss, who has championed their interests since beginning her career 
as a teacher at Eastwood School in 1970. She went on to become Eastwood’s 
head teacher and ultimately its principal before assuming her current position as 
director of pupil services for the Oberlin Public Schools. 

Included among the many programs she has initiated are a preschool class for 
children with disabilities, a mentoring project for kindergartners, and the Shoes 
for Kids program. She has represented the Lorain County Commissioners on the 
Lorain County Juvenile Court’s Diversion Program and has served on the board 
of Project Care. She helped secure a $65,000 grant to support the development of 
Healthy Communities, Healthy Youth in Oberlin. She has assisted parents and 
their children with issues that include mediation, conflict management and 
medical care through collaborative efforts with other like-minded community 
volunteers in programs such as Families Yes!, Inc_— of which she is a founding 
board member—and Young and Healthy in Oberlin. 

A tireless volunteer, Toss has presented talks to students, served on panel 
presentations, supervised programs for at-risk students and worked with parents

and school staff to address the needs of students. She instituted the in-home teacher 
program at the former Green Acres Children’s Home and helped to create the Lorain 
County Boys and Girls Club initiative. She helped bring Listening Post and Joining 
Forces, social work programs, into the schools. For three years she coordinated the 
Minority Health Fair. 

Her community activism also includes past presidency of the Oberlin Community 
Services Council, Friends of the Oberlin Public Library, the Oberlin branch of the 
American Association of University Women, and the Friends of Oberlin. Co-chair of the 
Oberlin Interagency Council, she helped to bring together nonprofit organizations, the 
city government, the schools, and Oberlin College to work toward an improved 
community. 

A co-owner of the Carlyle Shop, she has encouraged community involvement by 
downtown merchants, resulting in Heritage Days, the Easter Egg Hunt, and the Friendship 
Tree Lights. 

Toss earned her master’s degree in teaching at Oberlin in 1971 and has done graduate work 

at Bowling Green and Kent State universities. Her A.B. is from Western College for Women.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


DENYCE GRAVES, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

Opera lovers around the world have thrilled to mezzo-soprano Denyce Graves’s 
interpretations of Carmen—a role she has made her own in at least 15 productions, 
including those for the Metropolitan Opera (opposite Placido Domingo) and for Franco 
Zeffirelli’s staging at Arena di Verona. Indeed, Martin Feinstein, former general 
director of the Washington Opera, has called her “the definitive Carmen.” 

Graves, a member of Oberlin’s Class of 1985, has sung title or leading roles in 

operas and oratorios in some of the world’s most prestigious venues, among them La 
Scala, the Royal Opera House in Covent Garden, Opéra de Paris, Florence’s Maggio 
Musicale (under the baton of Zubin Mehta), the Vienna State Opera, the San Francisco 
Opera and the Spoleto Festival USA. Included among the important operatic roles in 
her repertoire are performances of Dalila in Samson et Dalila with the Metropolitan 
Opera, the Washington Concert Opera, and the Chicago and Philadelphia Orchestras; 
Adalgisa in Norma with the Ziirich Opera; and Dorabella in Cosi fan tutte with the 
Opera Company of Philadelphia. One of the country’s most sought-after concert 
artists, Graves will perform 25 solo recitals throughout North America during the 
1998-99 season. 
Several of her performances have been broadcast on television and radio, including 
the PBS production Denyce Graves: A Cathedral Christmas, which has been released 
on compact disc and home video by PBS Presents. Her most recent recording, Angels 
Watching over Me, is a collection of spirituals released by NPR Classics. 


JERRY GREENFIELD, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

Twenty years ago this month, the opening of Ben & Jerry’s ice cream parlor in 
Burlington, Vermont, marked the start of a nation’s gastronomic obsession. Jerry 
Greenfield ’73 founded, with Ben Cohen, Ben & Jerry’s Homemade, Inc., and ice 
cream would never be the same. The two, who first met in junior high school on Long 
Island, founded their company after they received A’s from a $5 Pennsylvania State 
University correspondence course in ice-cream making. (It was, however, at Oberlin 
that Greenfield, a pre-med major, first learned what it would be like to work in the ice 
cream industry—he worked as a scooper in the college cafeteria.) 

The duo is known for innovative marketing techniques. In 1986 they drove across 
the United States in the Ben & Jerry’s Cowmobile, a renovated motorhome from 
which they served up free samples of their ice cream. They called this promotion a 
“cross-country marketing drive.” After the Cowmobile caught fire and burned to the 
ground outside Cleveland, news stories across the country quoted Cohen’s description 
of the burning Cowmobile: “[It] looked like a giant Baked Alaska.” 
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Her other recordings include Queen Gertrude in Thomas’s Hamlet for EMI 
France, and, for Deutsche Grammophon, Maddalena in Rigoletto with the 
Metropolitan Opera Orchestra and Chorus under James Levine, and Emilia in Otello 
(teamed again with 
Placido Domingo) and the Opera de Paris, Bastille Orchestra and Chorus under 
Myung-Whun Chung. She has also recorded a solo album of French arias, Héroines 
de l’Opéra_romantique Francais with the Orchestre Philharmonique de Monte- 
Carlo under the baton of Marc Soustrot. 

Named one of 1997’s Women of the Year by Glamour Magazine “for being a 
Diva with grit and guts,’ Graves’s many awards include the Grand Prix du Concours 
International de Chant de Paris, the Marion Anderson Award, presented to her by 
Miss Anderson, and the Grand Prix Lyrique, which is awarded once every three 
years by the Association des amis de l’opéra de Monte-Carlo. A recipient of a 
Jacobson Study Grant from the Richard Tucker Music Foundation, Graves was 
invited to take part in the Tucker Foundation’s 1990 Gala Concert at Avery Fisher 
Hall, which was broadcast nationally on PBS’s Great Performances in 1991. She has 
received grants from the National Endowment for the Arts and from Opera America. 

She attended Oberlin from 1981 to 1984 and also studied at the New England 
Conservatory of Music. A native of Washington, D.C., she attended the Duke Ellington 
School for the Performing Arts. She is married to classical guitarist David Perry. 


Today Greenfield is vice chair of the board of directors and president of the Ben & 
Jerry’s Foundation, which offers grants to organizations that address underlying 
conditions of social or environmental problems. He and Cohen are also active in 
Businesses for Social Responsibility, a group that works to promote a business model 
based on socially responsible business practices. 

Greenfield and Cohen have been honored for involving Ben & Jerry’s in 
community concerns and for their humane business practices. They won the 1993 
James Beard Humanitarians of the Year award, and were recognized by the Peace 
Museum as the 1997 Community Peacemakers of the Year. In 1988 they were named 
U.S. Small Business Persons of the Year. They have coauthored two books, Ben & 
Jerry’s Homemade Ice Cream & Dessert Book (Workman Publishing Company, 1987) 
and Ben & Jerry’s Double-Dip: Lead With Your Values and Make Money, Too (Simon 
& Schuster, 1997). 

Greenfield lives in Vermont with his wife, Elizabeth, and their son, Tyrone. 


DAMON KEITH, DOCTOR OF LAWS 

The Honorable Damon Keith has been a constant and courageous defender of 
constitutional and civil rights for more than two decades. As Chief Judge of the 
United States District Court for the Eastern District of Michigan, and, for the past 21 
years, as judge of the United States Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit, he has 
rendered opinions on some of the most important legal issues of our time. Included 
among these notable cases are Davis v. School District of City of Pontiac, which dealt 
with school desegregation; Baker v. City of Detroit, which concerned affirmative 
action in the police department; and Rabidue v. Osceola Refining Co., a sex- 
discrimination case. 

Keith’s most cited landmark decision, however, is United States v. Sinclair, which 
Keith decided during his term on the District Court. The case is commonly referred to 
as The Keith Decision. In this opinion, Keith found that—without a warrant—then- 
President Richard Nixon and then-Attorney General John Mitchell could not engage 
in a wiretap surveillance of three persons suspected of conspiring to destroy 
government property. Keith held that the surveillance was in violation of the Fourth 
Amendment. The Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit affirmed this decision and it 
was unanimously upheld by the United States Supreme Court. 

Chief Justices Warren Burger and William Rehnquist and President George Bush 
appointed Keith to several important committees and chairmanships concerning the 
bicentennial of the constitution. In recognition of this service, more than 300 Bill of 


F. CHAMPION WARD, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

F. Champion Ward °32, honorary trustee of Oberlin College, has lectured widely on 
educational issues, here and abroad. He began his career on the faculties of Denison 
University and the University of Chicago. At Chicago he became William Rainey 
Harper Professor of the Humanities and served as dean of the undergraduate college 
from 1947 to 1954. In the later 1950s Ward was a consultant to the governments of 
India, Turkey, Jordan and Burma, and directed the Ford Foundation’s Overseas 
Development Program for the Middle East and Africa. Other positions he held with 
the foundation until his retirement in 1977 were deputy vice president for international 
programs, vice president for education and research and senior advisor in education to 
the foundation’s International Division. 

In 1967 President Lyndon Johnson appointed Ward chair of the White House Task 
Force on the education of gifted and talented persons. The task force published its 
report, “Talent Development: An Investment in the Nation’s Future,” in 1968. Later, at 
Bellagio, Italy, and in cooperation with the Rockefeller Foundation, Ward helped 
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Rights plaques commemorating the constitutional anniversary bear Keith’s name. 
These can be found in courthouses and law schools throughout the United States and 
Guam, as well as at FBI Headquarters and at the Thurgood Marshall Judicial Center in 
Washington, D.C. More than 30 honorary degrees and many awards have been 
conferred upon Keith, including the NAACP’s highest award, the Spingarn Medal, 
and the Distinguished Public Service Award from the National Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. In 1997 the 

American Bar Association, in awarding Judge Keith its Thurgood Marshall Award, 
said he “represents the best in the legal profession. . . .There is no better role model 
today for lawyers and law students seeking to work for equal justice.” 
This year Keith received the prestigious Edward J. Devitt Award for Distinguished 
Service to Justice, the nation’s highest award honoring an Article III federal judge. It 
acknowledges an exemplary career and significant contributions to the administration 
of justice, the advancement of the rule of law, and the improvement of society. 
Lawyers and judges throughout the United States nominated Keith for this award. 

Keith is a graduate of West Virginia State College, Howard University Schooi of 
Law, where he received the J.D., and Wayne State University, where he received the 
L.L.M. He is married to Rachel Boone Keith, M.D. The couple has three daughters, 
Cecile, Debbie and Gilda—a graduate of Oberlin—and two grandchildren, Nia and 
Camara. 


organize a meeting—“Education and Development Reconsidered”—that brought 
together the heads of various aid agencies. Ward served as the Atlantic member of 
UNESCO’s International Commission on the Development of Education—known as 
the Faure Commission—whose report, “Learning to Be,” was issued in 1972. He has 
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
